This remarkable man came west 
with his father when the Chorokees we—- 
r*in jved to this part of the couutry. 
A 
bitter feud arose over the sale of the home 
of the red man east of the Mississippi be­ 
tween two factions known as the Ridge 
and Ross parties. 
“ Old Tom's” father 
belonged to the Rulges. 
H ad fo T reat w ith t h e A ve n g e r. 
He was shot down in his own door by a 
party of the enemy. 
Tom killed three of 
the party on the spot, and then he began 
a war on the enemy, in which seventy peo­ 
ple, as estimated by the Cherokee coun­ 
cil, were slain by him. 
About fifteen 
years ago the Cherokee council entered 
into a treaty with Tom. since which com ­ 
promise he had lived a quiet and exemp­ 
lary life. 
During the days of his warfare 
against his Indian foe there were many 
deeds of desperate daring place 1 to his 
credit. 
By him a tax collector in Craw­ 
ford county, Arkansas, was overtaken in 
the mountains, murdered, and robbed of 
f 10,000. 
W as t h e Brain* o f a G ang . 
W att Grayson, a Cherokee, was robbed 
of # 32,*MW, and a subsequent suit against 
the government to recover the money de­ 
veloped “ Old Tom” as the brains of the 
gang who did the neat job in a most 
romantic way, aided by the cunning of 
Billy Reed. 
After the robbery Reed went 
to Texas, where be met a tragic death. 
Belle Starr and Tom quarreled over the 
Grayson booty. 
Belle 
married 
Sam, 
Tom’s pet sou, to spite “ Old Tom” and his 
wife. 
S o m e T h in g s H e D o e sn 't S p eak of. 
Three years ago Sam Starr and Bill 
West, cousins, killed each other in a duel 
over family matters, and a little later 
Belle Starr was shot, while on horseback, 
near her home in “ Younger’s B *n I,” pre­ 
sumably by friends 
o f her husband, who 
believed she conspired with West to kill 
him, 
“Old To m” wo uld talk freely of his 
deeds in revenge o f his father’s death,but 
he rarely spoke of his other exploits.

Murphy’s staying powers were simply 
marvelous, and it is astonishing how he 
managed to come up round after round 
in the face of the terrible punishmeni he 
received. 
It was thoug ht by the way the 
fight » started in that Dixon would win in 
short order, and at the sixteenth round it 
looked as though the succeeding round 
would finish Murphy, but he revived con­ 
siderably after that round and took his 
punishment gamely. 
He was badly used 
up at the finish, and though barely able 
to crawl over tbe ropes, protested against 
his seconds throwing up the sponge.
